Mr. Commissioner Murphy in a report of 
the Dublin (Destroyed Area, 1922) Re- 
construction Section to the Dublin City Com- 
missioners, recommending application to the 
Ministry of Local Government for sanction to 
ths borrowing of a sum of £50,000 for the 
purpose of making advances to building 
owners, Says one 

Application has been made to the Corpora- 
tion for a loan of from £3,500 to £4,000 for 
the completion of premises destroyed in 1922. 
Under Section 5 of the Dublin Reconstruction 
(Emergency Provisions) Act, 1924, the Cor- 
poration is empowered to make advances to 
building owners for this purpose, «such ad- 
vance -not to exceed the difference between 
the amount certified by the Minister for Local 
Government as the total cost of rebuilding and 


| the amount of the compensation granted out 


of public funds in respect of the destruction 
of the building. Section 12 empowers the 
Corporation to borrow money for the purpose 
of making advances as provided by Section 5. 
A certain period must elapse between the 
application of. the Corporation for sanction to 
borrow and the obtaining of the necessary 
money; and, on the other hand, persons 
borrowing from the Corporation will require 
the money to be available as rebuilding pro- 
gresses. It is not, therefore, practicable to 
confine the application of the Corporation to 
ths amount of each application received from 
building owners for an advance, and I have 
accordingly decided to recommend that sanc- 
tion be sought to the | >orrowing by the Cor- 
poration of a sum of £50,000, this being the 
minimum amount it is estimated will be re- 
quired for the reconstruction of the Sackville 
street area.

SURVEYOR'S RECORD. OF 
". “... EXPERIMENTS. 


Interesting details of the experiments made 
in oad onttans construction in Co. Dublin 
were given by. Mr. J.-A. Ryan, County Sur 
veyor, in a lecture delivered on 4th January, 
to the members of the Institution of Civil 


os, na of Ireland at the Engineers’ Hall 


awson street. 
In the course of \his survey of roads and 
road construction, Mr. Ryan said :— 

“ Last year the Roads Department of the 
Government placed at the disposal of the 
Dublin County Council a ré of £20,000 to 
lay down trial sections of. roadway on the 
Dublin-Cork road; between Inchicore and 
Clondalkin, and the author was instructed by 
his Council to submit a scheme for the laying 
of these trial sections. The classes of con- 
struction decided upon were :— 

1. (a) Reinforced concrete. 
(b) Unreinforced concrete. 
2. Asphalt. 
(a) ‘Trinidad 


in 


asphaltic concrete, single 
coat. 
(b) Trinidad asphaltic concrete, two 
coats. 
(c) Bituminous concrete, using residual 
bitumen. 
5. Bitumen grouted macadam, 
4. Cement grouted macadam. 

Lhe first mile from the city 
boundary outwards was Jaid in reinforced con- 
crete six inches thick, single coat work. This 
form of work may be styled the accepted 
Ameriean practice.. The mixture was 3-1}-1, 
1} inch to 1 inch whinstone being used, and 
the quantities being :— 

Aggregate 60 p.c. of 12 to 3 inch whinstone. 
á 40 n.c. of § to § inch sand. 

Ferrocrete quick hardening cement was used 
for one side of the road, and ordinary British 
Portland for the other side, the idea being to 
allow one side to harden up rapidly to enable 
work on the second half to be undertaken 
without undue delay. Traffic. was allowed on 
the ferrocrete side after six days. 

The vost of this. road averaged 12s. . per 
ajuare yard, with five years’ maintenance, 
but the author submits that he cannot see 
any reason why, given stone and sand at a 
reasonable price, the work could not be car- 
ried out at from eight to ten shillings per 
square yard. 

The road has now been open to traffic for 
about three months, and so far no: signs of 
wear have taken place, but the time is too 
short to give any indication of the wearing 
qualities of the road. | 

TRINIDAD ASPHALT MACADAM. 

The next section met with on the Naas 
road is Trinidad asphalt, single coat work, of 
which there is a quarter-mile laid. The 
specification is as follows :— 

Stone, 55 p.c.; sand, 25 p.c.; cement, 10 
p.c. ; Trinidad asphalt, 10 p.c. Total, 100 p.c. 

The materials were prepared and mixed at 
the contractors’ plant at Cabra and brought 
in lorries to the road and consolidated by a 
tandem steam roller to a thickness of 23 
inches, and sealed with a squeegee coat of 
bitumen. Concrete kerbing, four inches by 
s1x inches, was. laid to act as a buttress on 
each side of the road. The price for this 
work including five years’ free maintenance, 
was 10s. per square yard. The next section 
Is what may be termed two-coat Trinidad 
asphalt. A bottom or binder course of two- 
inch thickness was laid to the fcllowirnz 
specificatior :— ; 

Stone, 82 p.c. ; sand, 12 p.c. 

On the top oí this a carpet or wearing sur- 
face was laid to a consolidated thickness of 
one inch, composed approximately as follows: 

Sand 3 mesh, 68 p.c.; Cement filler, 16 
p.c.; Trinidad Asphalt, 16 p.c. Total, 100 p.c. 

The price of this work was lls. per square 
yard. including five years’ free maintenance. 
MEXPHALTE MACADAM, SINGLE COAT 

WORK. 


_ The next section is another form of asphalt 
in which résidual bitumer. is used. The specifi- 
cation for the aggregate was approximately as 
follows :— 

Stone, 54 p.c. ; 
bitumen, 8 p.c. 

The material was 
work in an 8-ton G 
average output o§ 70 tons per day. 

The prepared material was spread to a 
thickress of three inches and sealed with a 
squeegee coat of bitumen. In this case a sub- 
merged concrete kerb was laid to retain the 
roadway and prevent creeping or spreading. 
The crossfall ir. this section is 1 in 32. The 
roadway was nearly all carried out in full 
width work. The price for this work was 8s. 
ad. per square yard, including five years’ free 
maintenance. 

BITUMEN GROUTED ROADWAY. 

Ihe next section was carried out by what 
the Americans call the penetrating method, 
and what is commorly called in these parts 
bitumen grouted macadam. Two-inch stone 
was spread and lightly rolled to a thickness 
of three inches in the ordinary way as if for 
water-bound macadam. When the stone was 
fairly set—that is, when only slight creeping 
occurred in front of the roller—tar bitumen 
compound, composed of 25 per cent. Road 
“oard No. 2 tar and 75 per cent. bitumen, 
65 per cent. penetration was poured into the 
interstices between the stone at a temperature 
of about 300 deg. F., and at the rate of about 
13 gallons — per superficial 
The stones were again rolled 
until thoroughly consolidated, when the 
road was lightly chipped and again rolled. 
The surplus chippings were then brushed 
aside and a spray coat of tar bitumen com. 
pound applied at a temperature of about 
300 degrees F., and at the rate of about four 
square yards per gallon. The road was then 
chipped and again rolled. The cost of this 
work was 4s. 3d. per square yard. 

This is an excellent form of construction 
for rural roads carrying light traffic, and in 
country parts is being carried out for as low 
a cost as 2s. per s4yuare yard. 

CEMENT GROUTED MACADAM. 

One of the most interesting recent develop- 
ments in road construction work is the 
cement grouted road, using rapid hardening 
cements. 

A short section of this work was laid on 
the Naas road at Clondalkin, and two other 
sections are laid on the roads in that dis- 
trict. The method of construction is briefly 
thus: The stone is spread on the road in the 
ordinary* way to a depth of three inches and 
partially consolidated with a steam roller. A 
mixture of fine sand and quick hardening 
cement in the proportion of five sand and one 
cement is then brushed over the road at the 
rate of about 50 super yards to one cubic 
yard of binder. ‘The roller is then passed 
over the dry grout, and men with brooms 
follow up the roller track sweeping the grout 
into the interstices between the stone. The 
rolling, spreading, and sweeping of the dry 
grout. is continued until the stones will not 
take any more. A . ght watering from a rose- 
can or sprinkler is then given to the road, 
ind the roller is again allowed to pass over 
the road until a slurry appears on the sur- 
face. “his slurry is brushed into bare 
patches of the road. Care must be taken to 
avoid over watering or scouring, and also all 
rolling must be completed within the time of 
the initial set of the cement used. 

The author has cafried out this work at a 
cost of about 30 per cent. over that of Water- 
bound macadam, and if ordinary care and 
commonsense are used a thoroughly satis- 
factory job for all second-class roads can be 
obtained. The road can be opened to traffic 
in from 24 hours to four days. depending on

The mixture was 3-1j-1, 
15 inch to 1 inch whinstone being used, and 
the quantities being :— 

Aggregate 60 p.c. of 11 to 3 inch whinstone. 
” 40 n.c. of 1 to § inch sand. 

Ferrocrete quick hardening cement was used 
for one side of the road, and ordinary British 
Portland for the other side, the idea being to 
allow one side to harden up rapidly to enable 
work on the second half to be undertaken 
without undue delay. Traffic was allowed on 
the ferrocrete side after six days. 

The cost of this road averaged 12s. per 
square yard. with five years’ maintenance, 
but the author submits that he cannot see 
any reason why, given stone and sand at & 
reasonable price; the work could not be car- 
ried out at from eight to ten shillings per 
square yard. 

The road has now been open to traffic for 
about three months, and so far no: signs of 
wear have taken place, but the time is too 
short to give any indication of the wearing 
qualities of the road. 

TRINIDAD ASPHALT MACADAM. 

The next section met with on the Naas 
road is Trinidad asphalt, single coat work. of 
which there is a quarter-mile laid. The 
specification ig as follows :— 

Stone, 55 p.c.; sand, 25 p.c.; cement, 10 
p.c. ; Trinidad asphalt, 10 p.c. Total, 100 p.c. 

The materials were prepared and mixed at 
the contractors’ plant at Cabra and brought 
in lorries to the road and consolidated by a 
tandem steam roller to a thickness of 23 
inches, and sealed with a squeegee coat of 
bitumen. Concrete kerbing, four inches by 
six inches. was. laid to act as a buttress on 
each side of the road. The price for this 
work incluling five years’ free maintenance, 
was 10s. per square yard. The next section 
is What may be termed two-coat Trinidad 
asphalt. A bottom or binder course of two- 
inch thickness was laid to the fcllowinz 
specificatior :— 

Stone, 82 p.c. ; sand, 12 p.c. 

On the top of this a carpet or wearing sur- 
face was laid to a consolidated thickness of 
one inch, composed approximately as follows: 

Sand 3 mesh, 68 p.c.; Cement filler, 16 
p-c.; Trinidad Asphalt, 16 p.c. Total, 100 p.c. 

The price of this work was 1ls. per square 
yard, including five years’ free maintenance. 


MEXPHALTE MACADAM, SINGLE COAT 
WOR 


asphaltic concrete, 


_ the next section is another form of asphalt 
in which residual bitumer is used. The specifi- 
cation for the aggregate was approximately as 
follows ;— 

Stone, 54 p.c. ; sand, 30 p.c. ; filler, 8 p.c. ; 
bitumen, 8 p.c. Total, 100 p.c. 

The material was prepared on the site of the 
work in an 8-ton Cummer plant, which had an 
average output of 70 tons per day. 

The prepared material was spread to a 
thickress of three inches and sealed with a 
Squeegee coat of bitumen. In this case a sub- 
merged concrete kerb was laid to retain the 
roadway and prevent creeping or spreading. 
The crossfall ir. this section is 1 in 32. The 
roadway was nearly all carried out in full 
width work. The price for this work was 8s. 
ad. per square yard, including five years’ free 
maintenance. 

BITUMEN GROUTED ROADWAY. 

The next section was carried out by what 
the Americans call the penetrating method, 
and what is commorly called in these parts 
bitumen grouted macadam. Two-inch stone 
was spread and lightly rolled to a thickness 
of three inches in the ordinary way as if for 
water-bound macéfam. When the stone was 
fairly set—that is, when only slight creeping 
occurred in front of the roller—tar bitumen 
compound, composed of 25 per cent. Road 
“oard No. 2 tar and 75 per cent. bitumen, 
65 per cent. penetration was poured into the 
interstices between the stone at a temperature 
of about 300 deg. F., and at the rate of about 
18 gallons per superficial yard, 
The * stones were again rolled 
until thoroughly consolidated, when the 
road was lightly chipped and again rolled. 
The surplus chippings were then brushed 
aside and a spray coat of tar bitumen com- 
pound applied at a temperature of about 
500 degrees F., and at the rate of about four 
square yards per gallon. The road was then 
chipped and again rolled. The cost of this 
work was 4s. ód. per square yard. 

This is an excellent form of construction 
for rural roads carrying light traffic, and in 
country parts is being carried out for as low 
a cost as 2s. per :yuare yard. 

CEMENT GROUTED MACADAM. 

One of the most interesting recent develop- 
ments in road construction work is the 
cement grouted road, using rapid hardening 
cements. 

A short section of this work was laid on 
the Naas road at Clondalkin, and two other 
sections are laid on the roads in that dis- 
trict. The method of construction is briefly 
thus: The stone is spread on the road in the 
ordinary way to a depth of three inches and 
partially consolidated with a steam roller. A 
mixture of fine sand and quick hardening 
cement in the proportion of five sand and one 
cement is then brushed over the road at the 
rate of about 50 super yards to one cubic 
yard of binder. The roller is then passed 
over the dry grout, and men with brooms 
follow up the roller track sweeping the grout 
into the interstices between the stone. The 
rolling, spreading, and sweeping of the dry 
grout. is continued until the stones will not 
take any more. A . ght watering from a rose- 
ean or sprinkler is then given to the road. 
ind the roller is again allowed to pass over 
the road until a slurry appears on the sur- 
face. “his slurry is brushed into bare 
patches of the road. Care must be taken to 
avoid over watering or scouring, and also all 
rolling must be completed within the time of 
the initial set of the cement used. 

The author has carried out this work at a 
cost of about 30 per cent. over that of Water- 
bound macadam, and if ordinary care and 
commonsense are used a thoroughly satis- 
factory job for all second-class roads can be 
obtained. The road can be opened to traffic 
in from 24 hours to four days. depending on 
the type of cement used

The proposed 
16 new houses can be either grouped in 
blocks of four or semi-detached in blocks of 
two. 

Mr. Casey, on behalf of the workers, 
pressed for the adoption of a plan, also sub- 
mitted by Mr. Tough, for the construction 
of one-storey houses, with kitchen, cubicle, 
and two bedrooms. This motion was de- 
feated, bnt the promise was made that, when 
the 16 more two-storey houses would be sold, 
a scheme of workers’ houses would be imme- 
diately begun. 

The Clerk stated that thev would have 
£8,000 available out of the sale of the six- 
teen houses in Cloonbeg, and if they erected 
sixteen five-roomed houses they would get 
£100 free grant for each, which would leave 
over £9,000 available for the new scheme of 
houses. The contract for the last houses was 
£610 each.

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MARINO HOUSING AREA. 
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CHURCH AND SCHOOL NEEDS. 


Mr. P. J. Hernon, Dublin City Commis- 
sioner, in a report of the Finance and Genera! 
Purposes Section, says :— 

A communication was received in February, 
1924, from the Parish Priest of Fairview, 
Very Rev. Cation Pettit, pointing out the 
necessity of erecting a church for the large 
Catholic population in the Marino housing 
area, and also for the provision of schools 
both for boys and for girls. Negotiations 
were opened with a view to the allocation oí 
a site, and, some correspondence having taken 
place with the Secretary to the Archbishop, 
und also with the Rev. John Flanagan, Adm.., 
Fairview, who is now in charge of the aftairs 
uí the Parish, it was decided that a suitable 
site would be a triangular plot of ground 
forming portion of the city estate on the 
north side of the new IvOft. roadway, and 
lying between the O’Brien Institute and St. 
Mary's College (Christian Brothers). Messrs. 
A. O’Havan and Son, solicitors, submitted an 
offer on behalf of Father Flanagan to pur- 
chase the fee-simple interast of the Corpora- 
tion in the piece of ground. A valuation was 
obtained from Messrs, Battersby and Co., 
whose estimate of the fee-simple value of the 
plot is £375 per statute acre. This price was 
considered too high by Messrs. O'Hagan and 
Son, who pointed out that the site was not 
being aceuired for profit, but for public pur- 
poses. ‘They subsequently submitted a valua- 


tion made by Mr. Andrew J. Keogh, -whose 
estimate of the average price per statute acre 
is £270. [his figure I did not deem 
adequate. but, as a Fesult of further negotia- 
tion. Messrs. O’ Hagan and Son made an offer 
of £525 per statute acre. In view of the fact 
that the ground is required for the erection 
of a church and schools. which will be much 
needed when the housing schemes in this 
neighbourhood have been completed, and not 
for commercial profit, I am of opinion that the 
offer 13 one which should be accepted. By a 
subsequent arrangement between Father 
Flanagan andi the Christian Brothers, it is 
proposed that a portion of the site, containing 
ubout Za. lr. 13p., should be acquired directly 
from the Corporation by the latter for the 
building of their school. 

I recommend, therefore, that the fee-simple 
interest in the site, the area of which is ap- 
}-roximafely 83 acres, should be sold to the 
Rev. John ‘Flanagan, Adm., or to 
diocesan or parochial trustees as may be ap- 
pointed, and to the Christian Brothers, the 
price to be paid for the said interest to be 
at the rate of £325 per statute acre. Under 
the provisions of the Dublin Corporation 
Loans Act, 1889. the sum received from the 
sale of the ground must be invested and the 
proceeds devoted to the relief of dividends on 
Corporation Stock. 

As neither of the proposed purchasers is a 
leasehold tenant in actual occupation, it will

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A NORTHERN. PROBLEM. 


An important meeting of the Ulster Society 
of Architects was held in Belfast, to con: 
sider the report of a deputation which waited 
on the Minister of Education, Lord London, 
derty, with reference to a letter sent out by 
that Ministry to the Regional Committees in 
the Six Counties recommending that architec- 
tural work in connection with new and exist- 
ing elementary schools should be placed in 
the hands of the staff of the Ministry of 
Finance in preference to the tax-paying 
private practitioners of the province. 

The deputation, which consisted of Messrs. 
J. St. J. Phillips, A.R.I.B.A.; R. 1. Calwell, 
B.E.; N. Fitzsimons, F.R.I.B.A.;  T. W. 
Henry, F.R.1.B.A.; Henry Seaver, F.R.1.A.1.; 
James Scott, B.E.; and E. R. Kennedy, 
A.R.LB.A.; accompanied by Major Ferguson 
(representing the Surveyors’ Institution, 
Northerh Branch), who were sponsored by 
the following members of Parliament :—Sir 
John Campbell, Dr. R. J. Johnston, and Dr. 
Morrison, placed their views very plainly 
before the Minister. They pointed out the 
injustice of the Government. proposals to the 
architects of the province and the’ fallacy 
of the arguments advanced on the score of 
"economy.

After a lengthened discussion ft was. de- 
cided by the Council that the “matter was 
of too serious moment to be allowed to rest 
where it was, and that a letter should be 
addressed’ to all the Regional Committees 
and others interested showing, not only the 
unfairness of the-Government proposals as 
regards the private practitioners of the pro- 
vince, but the extravagant expenditure it 
would impose on the Regional Committees by 
binding them to a Government Department 
in place of allowing them freedom to employ 
their own architects, who understood the 
local requirements, and who are more eom- 
petent to carry out the necessary works in 
the most economical manner in the interests 
of the ratepayers than is any staff of Gevern- 
ment officials.

SUGAR BEET FACTORY 
CONTRACT. 


Mr. Guinness, in the House “of 
Commons, said that the contract secured by 
the Dyer Company, of Cleveland, America, 
for the erection of the Peterborough sugar 
beet factory was for £260,000.

Distant 
as this event may appear, preparations have 
already been begun for its due observation 
when the eventful day arrives. The duration 
of totality will, indeed, be brief, measured by 
the ordinary standard of these solar pheno- 
mena, and will fall very far short of the four 
minutes’ obscuration of the Sun that will be 
eagerly, yet fearfully, scanned by multitudes 
of dusky observers in the Far East. At best, 
it will scarcely exceed one-third of a minute, 
and in many places will be much less. But 
still an extraordinary interest attaches tothe 
solar eclipse of June 29, 1927, by reason of 
the fact that it will be the first total eclipse 
of the Sun to occur in the British Isles for 
more than two hundred years, the last o€ca- 
sion having been on May 22, 1724, when the 
Moon’s shadow passed over the South of 
Ireland and the South-West of England.

sourcefulness in the past, there is little 
doubt that’ the Ulster Nationalists will 
give a good account of themselves. 
Abstentionism, however, has produced a 


| curious result which neither its champions 


nor its critics appear to have foreseen. 
When the North set up its own self-govern- 
ing institutions there were many prophets 
who proclaimed that Unionist solidarity 
would be shattered speedily by a Labour 
cleavage. Nobody, so far as we can 
remember, argued that the same cause 
would produce an even deeper fissure in 
the Nationalist ranks. Yet, to judge by 
the municipal electiens, this ig what is 
happening. Outside Belfast, 
strong contingent of Labour 
challenging the official candidates, Union- 
ists appear to have little difficulty in 
maintaining their former position. In 
centres, however, which formerly were 
regarded as Nationalist strongholds Labour 
is putting strong forces in the field. lt 
was powerful enough to secure a majority 
in Armagh without a contest; in Derry it 
has been given a clear field against the 
Unionists; its standard-bearers are hope- 
ful of profiting at the expense of official 
Nationalism: in® places like Enniskillen, 
Keady and Newry. 

Unionists contend that Labour in many 
of these contests is merely Nationalism

obvious that, where the abstentionists stil! 
have the upper hand, as in Derry, Nation- 
alists, whose sense of realism has not been 
wholly submerged, will rally strongly vo 
their co-religionists who have hoisted the 
Red Flag. The scheme, of using Labour 
as a warming-pan has the drawback that 
Labour has given no guarantee that it is 
satisfied merely to serve this purpose. If, 
as seems possible, the result of the present

HOW TO DECIDE ON A “ SET.” 


(By Tuomas K. Turpty.) 

The opening of a “ broadcasting” station 
in. Dublin has excited a lively interest in 
‘‘wireless’’ throughout the area concerned, 
and has resulted in large sales of ‘‘ wireless 
sets and component’ parts. 

The selection of a set is not always so 
simple as oae might think. In the first place, 
the extent of the purchaser’s means must be 
taken into consideration. In the ‘second, 
whether he requires to operate a loud speaker, 
or will be content with reception through 
* *phonas.”’ Thirdly, his choice must, be 
influenced by his requirements in connection 
with range and selectivity, and the distance 
he lives from the transmitting aerial. 

Let us first consider the simple crystal set, 
which will operate under average conditions 
up to four pairs of ’phones at a distance of 
up to fifteen miles, dependent on the efficiency 
of the aerial and set. Such an installation, 
including aerial, insulators, set, and one pair 
of "phones can be purchased for less than 30s. 
It is well to know that a person living withis 
a mile or two from a broadcasting station 
using the usual power can obtain excellent 
reception with an aerial of very moderate 
dimensions. In fact, a wire strung across au 


| averaged-sized room will be quite sufficient to 


operate one, or two, pairs of ‘phanes. 
THE LOUD SPEAKER. 

If loud speaker results aye required there 
are several optional combinations suitable. A 
crystal set, followed by two stages of fow 
frequency amplification, may be used, and 
this arrangement gives marvellously clear re- 
ception. It will receive, however, only the 
local station. 

Alternatively, a two or three-valve set may 
be used, and the arrangement of the valves 
is the deciding factor as to what the set will 
do. Briefly, a valve set, having two or more 
valves may be constructed to give either 
volume or range, or both, in moderation. 
Lhe combination may be such as will produce 
immense loud speaker volume on the local 
station only, or it may be designed to re- 
ceive the local station at moderate volume on 
a loud speaker and English stations on

STORMY SEAS SWEEP THE

NEW FISHERY LAW 
COMES INTO

A further measure in the war on salmon- 
poachers and other persons who infringe 
the laws for the preservation of fisheries 
has come into effect this month. 

The Act provides f@r penalties of a 
severe kind not only on the poacher, but 
upon those who purchase fish from him, 
or wha traffic in poached fish. Stringent 
regulations are also laid down with regard 
to licences for fishermen and dealers. 


SALES UNDER LICENCE. 


POSITION OF DEALERS. 


It is unlawful now in the Free State to 
‘sell, expose for sale, or keep for sale," 
without the prescribed licence, any salmon 
or trout. (Tinned salmon is not included). 

The law in that: respect has been in opera- 
tion since the beginning of November, but 
actually has not been effective till this month, 
because for one thing, the fish were not in 
season, and, for another, two months’ grace 
was given beforesthe “ penalties’’ clause be- 
came effective, 

The inatter of dealers’ licences is dealt 
with in Part IIT. of last year’s Fisheries 
Act. By an Order of the Minister for 
Fisheries, that part of the Act was declared 
to be in operation from the 2nd November, 
1925. The Act, in this connection, states :— 

“ Any person who shall, after the expira- 
tion of two Months from the commencement 
of this part of the Act, sell, expose for sale, 
or keep for sale, any salmon or trout in 
contravention of this section shall be guilty of 
an offence under’ this section, and shall be 
liable, on summary conviction thereof, in the 
case of a first offence to a fine not exceeding 
ten pounds. and in the case of a second or 
any subsequent offence. to a fine not exceed- 
ing twenty-five ‘pounds, or, at the discretion 
of the eourt, to imprisonment for anv term 
not exceeding three months, or to both such 
fine and imprisonment.’’ 

Irregular dealing is aimed at again in the 
following paragraph :— 

““Anyv person who shall buy any 
salmon or trout from any person whom he 
knows. or has reason to believe to be, selling 
the same in contravention of this section shall 
be guilty of an offence under this section, and 
shall be liable on summary conviction thereof 
to a fine not exceeding ten pounds.” 

When, therefore. you are offered a cheap 
salmon, take care that it may not become a 
dear one! 


THE POACHER’AND HIS CATCH. 

The case for prohibition of dealing without 
licence was put clearly by the Minister for 
Fisheries when he brought the bill before the 
Dail. The measures contained in the bill 
for preservaiion of the salmon rivers, he 
pointed out. would fail more or less to accom- 
plish the object in view if some steps were 
not taken to hit the poacher and the illegal 
fisherman. 

‘‘Tt is not enongh.” he said, “to improve 
the policing of the rivers. We must at the 
same time try to make it extremely difficult 
for the poacher to get rid of his catch.” 

Till now there has been no machinery’ for 
putting a stop to the traffic in poached and 
illegally caught fish. On some proprietary 
rivers, indeed (as the Minister stated) year 
after vear, to common knowledge, the quan- 
tity of salmon sent -to the markets by 
noachers exceeded the quantity sent by the 
owners. 

The law now in force—for the Minister’s 
proposals on this matter were passed without 
amendment—is designed to place a tight grip 
on the dealings of poachers and illegal fisher- 
men and on their agents. It is not a case 
merely of taking out a licence and producing 
it to evade further questions. 

In the first place, the applicant for a licence 
must go before the district justice for his 
district and satisfy the justice that he is a 
fit and proper person to receive and hold a 
licence, and he must produce the district 
justice’s certificate (which is to be not more 
than a month old) before the clerk to the 
local fishery conservators can issue the licence. 
The licence will cover tran‘actions only at 
specified places of business. 

A licence is valid, in the normal course, for 
a year, and must then be renewed. Under 
the Finance Act the stamp duty on a licence 
and on renewal is £1. The Minister may 
revoke the licence of any holder who is con- 
victed of an offence under any of the Fisheries 
Acts, 

DEALERS’ REGISTER. 


The dealer is under further obligations. He 
must display the licence prominently during 
business hours in the place to which it relates ; 
if the licence relates to more than one place, 
copies must be exhibited in the same manner 
at the other places. Then the licence-holder 
must keep a register of al! purchases and 
receipts of salmon‘and trout and of all sales, 
and must have the particulars entered in the 
register: within six hours as regards purchases 
and receipts, and within three hours as 
regards sales. The form of the register has 
been prescribed in an Order by the Minister 
for Fisheries. The prices of purchase and 
sale are not required to be stated; but the 
name of the person from whom the fish is 
bought and the name of the person to whom 
it is sold must be stated. To an authorised 
inspector or to a member of the Civic Guard 
the licence-holder must produce, whenever re- 
quired, not only the register, but all invoices, 
consignment notes, receipts and other docu- 
ments ‘‘reasonably demanded . . . for the 
purpose of verifying any entry in or explain- 
ing any omission from such register.’’ 

The penalties for an offence in connection 
with these requirements concerning the 
correct keeping of the register are ten pounds 
on first offence and twenty-five pounds on 
subsequent convictions. 

These measures, of course, do not apply to 
fishermen themselves when they sell fish of 
lawful capture. 


FISH SENT°OUT OF THE COUNTRY. 

This part of the Act, stringent as it 1s, 
does not close the door completely to the dis- 
posal of fish poached or caught illegally. It 


the traffic in such fish had found it safer, 
even before compulsion was laid on dealers to 
disclose transactions, to send consignments 
out of the country. To meet evasion by that 
means, a further section of the Act, brought 
into operation as from the Ist September, 
1925, requires the conspicuous marking ot 
every package containing salmon or trout in 
transit, and, in addition, the name and ad- 
dress of the consignor must be shown. Not 
only the sender, but the carrier likewise, is 
liable to fine or imprisonment, or both, on 
conviction of an offence under the section.

He also pointed out that, as far as skilled

Mr. Lester added :—‘‘ We do not wish to 
import anything that we can avoid import; 
ing. We have even obtained our tools from 
Messrs. Robert Scott, of Cork.” 
Questioned as to the rates of wages to be 
paid, Mr. Lester made it clear that no 
trouble was anticipated in that direction, 
“for,” he said, ‘‘it is our intention to

WASHINGTON. 

The ratification of the Italian debt settle- 
ment will probably ,be .agreed to by the 
Congress of the United States, but there is 
no question that developments of the last 
three weeks have materially increased the 
opposition to this action in both Houses. 

There is not only the general charge against 
the agreement that those who negotiated it 
did not care whether the United States ever 
got anything out of it or not, but merely 
wanted to ‘‘ put Italy in a position to borrow 
American capital.’’ But it 1s now perceptible 
that great bodies of Freemasons in this 
country will throw the weight of their in- 
fluence against ratification. Even this is 
not all. The nervousness as to the “anti- 
democratic ’’ character of the Mussolini Go- 
vernment, fed by talk in Rome of an Im- 
perial revival, which has been faithfully re- 
ported in the Press, is sure to prompt mem- 
bers of both Houses to denunciatory 
eloquence, and while the more -disciplined 
House of Representatives. may be but little 
affected by it, the possibilities of trouble in 
the Senate, where debate is free and un- 
limited, are endless. 

In official quarters here keen curiosity is 
manifest as to the progress of the negotiations 
for the funding of the Italian debt to Great 
sritain. If the terms to which Italy agrees 
in London can be shown to be more favour- 
able to the creditor than is the American 
settlement, there would, in the opinion of 
those with whom I have discussed the ques- 
tion, be an end to any chance of ratification 
by Congress.

WASHINGTON Wednesday. . 

A bitter attack on Fascists by Mr. Rainey 
(Illinois) was a feature of the discussion of 
the Italian debt settlement in the House of 
Representatives to-day. He charged the State 
Department with deliberately suppressing 
information about the political situation in 
Italy. 

He asserted that Signor Mussolini main- 
tained. hie*Goverpment by the cruellest mur- 
derous force ever exercised in the centuries. 
He then read from a book, which, he said, 
had been smuggled out of Italy, before Signor 
Mussolini could destroy all the copies. The 
book contained a number of pictures, which 
Mr. Rainey asserted were those of people 
slain by the Fascists. ' 

Some of these pictures showed badly muti- 
lated bodies. 

Mr. Rainey also alleged that Signor 
Mussolini alone received seventy thousand 
dollars per annum. Cross-questioned by Mr. 
Bloom, a member of the House of Represen- 
tatives, Mr. Rainey admitted that his infor- 
mation came from an Italian newspaper, pub- 
lished in Colorado.—(Reuter.) 


The Italian Debt Delegation reached Lon- 
don last night. Count Volpi, the Finance 
Minister, is the principal delegate. Colonel 
Sir Clive Morrison-Bell, M.P., private secre- 
tary to Mr. Winston Churchill, represented 
the Treasury, and Mr. B. Monck the 
Foreign Office at Victoria when the party 
arrived, Others on the platform included the 
Italian Ambassador in ta. members of 
the Italian Embassy, several representatives 
of the Italian colony in London, and members 
of the Fascisti. 

The Fascisti gave the Finance Minister the 
Roman salute as he went to his car. Count 
Volpi said jHat he had had a long and tiring 
journey, “and proposed to rest well before 
meeting Mr. Churchill at noon to-day.

Those Danish Colleges were first with the 
teaching of the history of the country, folk 
lore, songs, and the language that was spoken 
in the country. To a certain extent the Irish 
Colleges would be similar to the Tourma- 
keady College, but instead of being only for 
one month they would be continued for the 
whole twelve months. During the winter 
months the farmers’ sons could be resident 
there, and the summer session could be set 
apart for the girls. There was no doubt that 
something more than was being attempted at 
present had to be done to change the outlook 
of the country. At the moment they weretaking 
the farmers’ sons away from the farms and 
the artisans’ children awav from following 
the trades of their fathers, and were putting 
it into their heads that they should become 
nalional school teachers, Gaelie teachers, or 
cfheials, if they wished to succeed in life. 

That is what wexare catering for now, he 
said, and I think it is certainly ‘time that 
we should change it, because. as you all know, 
this country depends for the greater part on 
its agricultural industry. Seventy-five or 
eighty per cent. of the wealth of the country 
is peduced by the farmers,. and it is an 
extraordinary thing that the whole official 
system to-day should be organised so as to 
take away the interest of the people from 
that industry. Every effort should be made 
to bring @ar people back to the idea that it is 
not degr@ting to work for your living, either 
by manual work or at farming; and until 
that is dane Í am afraid that farming will go 
on in vey low water, just as it is at present, 
and has been. This question was too big a 
one for*himself and the members there, but 
he had .just thrown out the suggestion in the 
hope tlt it would be taken up by others. 
The Agricultural Court could join with them 
in the matter, and the Government itself 
could take it up. 

THE PATRIOTIC SPIRIT 

He recalled the pronouncement of the late 
Minister for Education when lhe’ said his 
efforts would be directed towards making the 
country patriotic and national from top to 
bottom. The great object of the schools first 
established in Denmark was to set up in that 
country a spirit of patriotism. If the people 
Inved their country they would work for 
it and would not. be jeaious of the success 
of their fellow-citizens. 

Whether it is due to our late masters or 
not I cannot say, he continued, but there is 
a spirit of patriotism prevalent in this coun- 


try, and it is spurious _patriotism—a 
patriotism that confines itYelf fo “hating 


others, and even punishing its fellow-citizens 
if they cannot see eye to eye with the most 
advanced upholders of this spurious 
patriotism. Patriotism is not a hatred of 
any country or any people, but a love of our 
own country and our own people. The 
genuine patriot does not exist in Ireland 
except to a very small extent. “Our people 
are jealous of one another, and will not com- 
bine as they should, and until some effort is 
made to get them to combine the present. con- 
dition in this country will not improve. It 
was up to England to lead them along wrong 
lines and make them hewers of wood - and 
drawers of water, but that day was gone. 
Now they had the complete management of 
their own country, and they should give up 
wasting their lives.trying to do injury to 
others. (Hear, hear.) 
BACK TO THE LAND. 

He proposed that. they should make some 
effort to try and establish one school on the 
lines suggested. Of course their first move 
would be to call in experts, and to get 
people to take this matter up who would be 
competent to give them light and leading. He 
was perfectly certain that the Government 
would support .such a project to a much 
greater extent than the Government of Den- 
mark did in the days gone by. Instead of 
wasting their money on classes that were not 
having very much beneficial effect—that were 
on the contrary detrimental, as he had 
already pointed out, because they were taking 
their people away from their real interests, 
the main industry of the country—it was 
time that they should make an effort to bring 
the people back. Unfortunately, they could 
do nothing without calling in the Govern- 
ment. That showed their incapacity, and 
how far they had been degraded as far as the 
spirit that should animate them was con- 
cerned Whenever any little thing had to 
be done their first appeal was to the Govern- 
ment; they could really do nothing for them- 
selves. The Government were only too 
anxious to help, but the Government had to 
appeal to the people for the means to help, 
but if the people were anxious to help them- 
selves that was the cheapest way. (Hear, 
hear.) : 

He proposed that they, together with the 
Agricultural Committee, should make: an 
effort to establish a college on the lines of 
those schools in Denmark, that brought about 
the great revival of the industries of that 
country. He repeated that the patriotism of 
the people of this country merely consisted 
of hatred of England gand jealousy of the 
success of their neighbours. ‘‘ That is not 
patriotism,’’ he said, “ and the establishment 
of schools along the lines of the Danish 
schools will do much to remedy this per- 
verted patriotism.”’ 

Mr. J. J. Collins seconded. Canon Hegarty, 
he said, had done a good day’s work hy 
bringing this important. matter before them, 
and as far as the public bodies of Mavo were 
concerned he would get support. 

Mr. T. J. Loftus and the Chairman, the 
Rev. G. J. Prendergast. C.C., supported the 
resolution, which was passed unanimously.

AMERICAN PLANS. 


TWO NEW PROJECTS 
LAUNCHED. 


From ‘‘ Tue Times’’ CorRESPONDENT. 


NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

At the instigation. of Mr. Hoover, the 
Secretary of Commerce, two new projects 
were launched on New York yesterday with 
the avowed object of relieving American 
consumers of rubber from dependence on 
the production controlled by the Stevenson 
scheme. 

The first was the plan of the Rubber 
Association of America to spend 10,000,000 
dollars (£2,000,000) annually for five years 
in creating or purchasing plantations in 
the Philippines and Sumatra, and for 
stimulating the greater production of wild 
rubber, particularly in Brazil. 

After a conference with Mr. Hoover the 
proposers of the plan said that, while the 
programme of expenditure was stil] in- 
definite, the underlying principle was the 
stimulation of production in places where 
the supply could be under American 
control. The plan was not “ a combative 
measure,” but was adopted because the 
existing producers of rubber seemed un- 
willing, or unable, to believe American 
estimates as to future deniand from this 
country, also because of the “ present con- 
ditions in foreign markets.”’ 

The second plan was announced by Mr. 
Hoover himself at the annual dinner of 
the N: tional Au omobile Chamber of Com- 
merce. It called for the organisation of 
a corporation with a capital of $10,000,000 
(£2,000,000), to be subscribed by motor 
car manufacturers in proportion to their 
1925 duction. Several large producers, 
it was reported, had already subscribed 
their quotas. A committee of seven, con- 
sisting of officials of General Motors, Nash 
Motors, Mack Trucks, Packard, Dodge 
Brothers, and the Studebaker Corpora- 


tion, was authorised to complete the 
organisation. 

The committee stated that the cor- 
poration - -uld probably acquire planta- 


tions in f r corners of the world. Small 
producers outside the British monopoly 
would | robably sell their rubber to the 
corporation if assured of a centralised 
shipping point where the material could 
be pooled. :

REMARKABLE CHANGE 
IN RUSSIA. 
———-—> —— 
STALIN AS DICTATOR. 

The situation in Russia, where nothing 
remains stable for long, has suddenly become 
of startling and dramatic interest, owing to 
the internal dissensions of the Political Bureau 
of the Communist party, which is the real 
seat of Government in Russia. These dissen- 
sions, states the Diplomatic Correspondent of 
the Westminster Gazette, were fought out in 
a battle royal at the recent Communist Con- 
gress, in which Zinoviev, Kamenev, and 
Stalin roundly abused one another. 

The result was. that Kamenev was hurled 
from his pedestal as former President of the 
Political Bureau, while Zinoviev, although 
again elected to that body, has definitely lost 
both power and prestige. Thus, Stalin and 
his lieutenant, Bukhain, who stand for a more 
r.oderate policy than. Zinoviev and Kamenev, 
are now left virtually dictators of 
the situation. and the famous and all- 
powerful triumvirate of Zinoviev, Kamenev 
and Stalin has been dissolved,. with the 
mysterious Trotsky watching events. Rykov 
is stil in the political hurean as the link with 
the third triumvirate, but the result is a de- 
finite setback to the progress of Communism 
in. Russia. : 

What has happened is, indeed, a matter of 
first-class importance to the rest of Europe, 
for it means that there is now a definite hope 
that Russia. may emerge from the deadly 
miasma of Communism intc the light of poli- 
tical and economic sanity once more. Com- 
munism has been definitely found to be im- 
possible in practice, and Stalin has been able 
to seize the reins of power by being the first 
among the political leaders of Russia to re- 
cognise that fact.

SEQUEL TO OPPOSITION TO 
FINANCE PLAN, 


M. BRIAND’S TASK,

PARIS, Wednesday. 

The decision taken yesterday by the 
Finance Committee of the Chamber, 
erasculating the scheme carefully prepared 
by M. Doumer, the Finance Minister, to 
remedy the state of French finances, has 
had a dispiriting effect on public opinion. 
The impression it has produced in business 
circles is shown by a sudden drop in the 
franc, which was quoted at mid-day to-day 
at 130 to the pound—after standing at 127 
yesterday—and did not recover. 

WILL M. DOUMER RESIGN ? 

The first possibility which presents itself 
is that M. Doumer will take the decisive re- 
jection of his scheme by the Finance Com- 
mittee as a hint to resign. This interpreta- 
tion of the case, no doubt, produced the 
drop in the franc this morning. But political 
opinion. in touch with the Government does 
not take such a tragic view of things. 

Only half of the Committee (22 ou: of 
43) voted in favour of the decisions diminish. 
ing the scope of the Government Bill. This 
means that half are potentially favourable 
t> it. If the bill is left to be judged by the 
full Chamber, there is a fair chance that M. 
Briand might secure a majority for it by 
appealing to the groups of the Right to sup- 
port him. This is, no doubt, what he in- 


tends to do. 

The Socialists, the Radicals and the 
Socialist-Radicals, whose representatives on 
the Finance Committee are responsible for 
cutting the bill to pieces, will in this case 
have to be regarded as the Opposition, 
although the two latter groups have repre- 
sentatives in the Cabinet. 

RENEWED ALLIANCE. 

The resolution of the Socialist Congress to 
pursue an independent policy has, curiously 
enough, had the effect of binding the Radicals 
and the Socialist-Radicals. closer to the 
Socialists than ever. It is a striking illustra- 
tion of the strength of the general principles 
on which the Cartel is based. The depend- 
ence of the~ Radicals on the Socialists is 
clearly revealed. The strength of the renewed 
alliance was confirmed to-day, when the 
ee Committee resumed discussion of the 
ill. 

The point examined was the “tax on the 
payments,’’ which is an ontstanding feature 
of the bill, and to which the Socialists and 
Radicals are equally opposed. The Committee 
was not at full strength. and no decisive vote 
was taken on the question: but a resolution 
was passed, by 17 votes to 16. to the effect 
that, if at to-morrow’s meeting the Committee 
reject this tax, the whole bill shall be sub- 
mitted to the judgment of the Chamber. 

This resolution was moved by M. Blum. 
which shows that the opponents of the b¥I. no 
less than the Government, prefer a straight 
fight to a compromise. |

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FRENCH FINANCE. 


WRECKING TACTICS. 
a——————K — mu 


In a leading article The Times observes :— 
The action of the Committee of Finance of 
the French Chamber on Tuesday brings out 
in the sharpest relief the extreme importance 
of the sessio which was opened the 
day before. members of the Cartel, 
who constitute the majority of that body, 
carried by a solid vote two decisions which 
would knock the bottom out of the Govern- 
ment scheme of finance if the Chamber were 
to adopt them. They cut out of that scheme 
all the clauses providing for a sinking fund 
and for repayments to the Bank of France, 
and they cut out of the revenue for which 
M. Doumer has budgeted the three milliards 
of francs he counted on receiving under the 
Loucheur income tax of last month. The 
Committee acted on the instigation of the 
Radicals. The party had held a meeting in 
the morning, and had resolved that unless 
these modifications are made in the Govern- 
ment bill they would support the ‘‘ counter 
proposals’ made by the Socialists and the 
Socialist Radicals. These amendments are, 
on the face of them. wrecking amendments. 
and it seems impossible that M. Doumer can 
accept them as sanctioned by the Committee. 

The effect of the "Committee’s action upon 
opinion has been immediate. Yesterday the 
pound rose by three francs on the apprehen- 
sion that this rebuff would cause the Finance 
Minister to resign. He may do so, but this 
assumption is, at least, premature. What is 
certain is that parties cannot go on treading 
in the old ruts much lenger. Something must 
happen, something must he done, and done 
quickly. and decisively. if France is not to 


‘plunge into the “ black abyss of bankruptcy “ 


to which every day’s delay drags her nearer. 
It would be hard to exaggerate the gravity 
of this danger, for were she to go over the 
brink the consequences would be incalculable 
Within the last few ‘months an increasing 
numbeg of intelligent Frenchmen, particularly 
of the classes engaged in husiness, have come 
to understand more and more clearly the 
imminertice of financial catastrophe and the 
terrible dangers inseparably linked to it. 
Things. cennot remain as thev are. They must 
improve definitely within the present session 
or national calamity wil] stand at the doors.

THE WORK OF JAMES 
MACARTNEY. 


Dr. Kirkpatrick said that the teaching of 
inedicine in connection with Trinity College 


was started in 1654, when Stearne founded 
the College of Physicians. At some length 
he described the causes which led to the two 
colleges drifting apart. The rupture 
threatened to destroy the school, but its life 
was saved by the appointment George 


Cleghorn, and, later, by William Hartican, 
who was in turn succeeded by James 
Macartney, the founder of the present School 
of Physic. 

James Macartney was born in Armagh in 
1770, and studied anatomy under Hartigan in 
the school of the College of Surgeons. Sub- 
sequently he went to London, and in 1800 
obtained the diploma of the College of 
Surgeons of England. He was appointed 
lecturer in comparative -anatomy in the 
school of St. Bartholomew s Hospital, where 
he won a reputation as a brilliant research 
worker and an attractive teacher. 


A GREAT CHANGE. 

He came to Ireland as surgeon to the 
Radnor Militia in 1811, and two years later 
was elected Professor of Anatomy and 
Chirurgery in the School of Physic. His 
election produced a remarkable change in the 


school. He was an untiring worker, and his 
energy irradiated the entire scho In the 
first year his class numbered fifty-three 
students. Jn 1820 the aumber of lents in 


the anatomy class reached three hundred and 
three, and it was quite impossible to- find 
room for them in the old Anatumy House. 
Macartney frequently urged the Board to 
provide further accommodation for the school. 
On 27th November, 1820, permission was 
granted to use No. 22 Trinity College for the 
lectures, and the Board directed that plans 
were to be prepared for building a new 
Anatomy House. The choice of a site was 
not an easy matter, but eventually it was de- 
cided that the building should be erected “on 


> 


the ground heretofore the bowling cree’ at! 


the north-east corner of the College Park. 
In their choice the Committee were probably 
influenced by a desire to keep the school 


buildings as far as possible from the rest of 


the College, but, in the light of subsequent” 


events, their choice was a wise one. 
OBJECTIONS. 

Macartney objected to the site on account 
of dampness, and because of “the damage 
students were likely to receive by passing 
through Park street to enter the School.” 
Park street was the former name of Lincoln 
place, and had a bad reputation as the home 
of undesirable persons. 

The foundation stone of the new buildings 
was laid on July 4, 1823, and the building 
proceeded quickly, though not quite peace- 
ably. In February, 1824, there was some- 
thing in the nature of a riot when the 
Journeymen carpenters in combination at- 
tacked the other workmen. Later, when 
Macartney was inspecting the building he 
met the architect, and in plain terms told 
him what he thoucht of himself and of the 
buildings. Words led to blows, and the in- 
terview ended by Macartney breaking his 
umbrella on the architect’s body. An action 
at law was threatened, but the Provost suc- 
ceeded in making peace between the would-be 
litigants. 

In spite of all troubles the building was 
finished, and there, on the Ist «November, 
1825, Macartney delivered his inaugural lec- 
ture of the session, in the course of which he 
said:—-‘‘ The Board of Trinity College has 
bestowed a more valuable gift upon the com- 
munity by building this house than if they 
had founded ten hosnitals.”’ 

SUPREME TO THE END. 

Macartney maintained his supremacy as 4 
teacher till the end. The average number of 
medical students who matriculated every vear 
during the twenty-four years he was Pro- 
fessor was just over eighty-four. The corre- 
sponding average for the first decade of the 
century was just over eighteen.

Sir,—Will you allow me to say.a few words 
on your leading article of the 12th on Free 
State Trade? We farmers cannot be other 
than grateful to you for your effort on our 
behalf; yet, ably as you present our case, 
it seems to me that too great emphasis 1s 
laid on the effect of the import duties im- 
posed.

THE GLASS TRADE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—As a worker in the glass trade in 
Dublin, I wish to draw attention to the fact 
that the vast majority of decorated glass, 
bevelled and silvered glass, glass shelves. with 
polished edges, and glass signs, required and 
used in Dublin and the country in general, are 
imported from other countries, while they 
could be turned out at home. 

Of course, the imported ‘‘finished’’ glass 
is sométhing cheaper than we can do it here. 
One reason for this may be that we do not 
work on as big a scale here as they do else- 
where; in fact, the scale on which the glass 
decorating trade is worked here is very small 
in comparison to what it ought to be, and to 
what it can be made, with the help of a tax 
on the imported work mentioned above. 

Glass merchants in Dublin must buy their 
glass abroad, as none is. manufactured at 
home. «This, of course, is classed as raw 
material and not dutiable. . But outside that 
all glass with the slightest decoration upon 
it imported into this country should be taxed 
as a protection to the trade in Dublin.—

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MISSIONARY NOTES. 


(From Qur CxHuRcH or IRELAND 
CORRESPONDENT. ) 

Reports have been received of the baptising 
of sixteen converts from Islam on one day in 
Persia, of the Confirmation and admission to 
the Holy Communion of nine Indians of the 
Chaco on the same day, of the enrolling of a 
Finnish family of eleven children (ages rang- 
ae up to twenty-two years) on the Sunda 
School roll in the less settled parts of North 
Saskatchewan, and of the baptising of five 
persons at a Service held at the railway 
station at Totzke Crossing, on the Canadian 
National Railway. These facts give some 
idea of the tremendous net which is being 
spread by the various missionary societies, 
and prove that the drag: is not coming in 
empty. 

Missionary magazines give two interesting 
and contrasted examples of the activities of 
clergy whose work lies in very different 
spheres. The Indian clergyman at Narowal, 
in the Punjab, the Rev. Barakat Ullah, gives 
details of over 200 village congregations in 
the district, distributed among fifteen 
preachers, whose work is to conduct Services, 
teach people, examine them in the elements 
of the Christian faith, build up their Church 
life, act as judges to settle disputes, and help 
them when maltreated by their non-Christian 
masters. The other is the Rev. R. J. Hunt, 
who has been in the interior of South America 
for over thirty years, and probably knows 
more about the country than anyone else in 
these islands. He is the first man to reduce 
to writing some of the South American Indian 
languages, and has not only translated the 
Prayer Book and much of the Bible into 
tongues which no Englishman knows, but he 
has composed original hymns in various Chaco 
langnages, and has compiled school books. 
All this work was done in intervals of travel- 
ling, building, teaching, and even of running 
a savings bank. 

Missionary secieties are making use of the 


cinema to attract interest to thei: work. and 
two films—‘‘ India To-dav’’ and '' Canada 
Calls ’—are having a striking success in the 


places where they are being shown. 

The Ven. R. Thomas, Archdeacon of North 
Queensland, has been appointed Bishop of 
Willochia. in succession to Bishop Gilbert 
White, who has recently resigned. The new 
Bishop went to Australia in 1914 as a mem- 
ber of the Bush Brotherhood. 

The Overseas Exhibition, held in Dublin, 
in November last; resulted in a sum well 
over £200, available for missionary work, 
after expenses were paid. In addition to this 
one sympathiser promised £250 for the train- 
ing of a young Irishman for the pioneer 
ninistry of the Prairies.

the city, neglected and failed to do so, to 
plaintiff's loss. 

Damages for breach of contract were also 
claimed. 

Mr. Joseph McCarthy (instracted by Mr. 
Denis Boudren, solicitor) appeared for the 
plaintiff, and Mr. Ernest J. Phelps, K.C., 
with whom was Mr. George J. Daly (in- 
structed by Messrs. ‘thomas Exham and 5ons, 
solicitors), appeared for the defendant com- 
pany. 

The Justice, in giving his decision, said 
that there were two questions in the case— 
one a legal one, depending on the construc- 
tion of certain clauses in the agreement under 
which the plaintiff held his licensed premises 
from the defendants, and the second, one of 
fact, depending npon whether the defendants 
had. in fact, refused to supply the plaintiff 
at the same price and on the same terms 
as the other traders in his group. He found, 
on the facts proved, that the defendants had 
not refused to supply plamtiff at the same 
price and on the same terms to w hich he was 
entitled. That being his view on the question 
of fact, he found that the agreement had 
not been infringed. He accordingly held that 
the defendants were entitled to a dismiss.
